* Site improvements, including replacement of gravel paving with stone, 
additional seating, lighting, and signage. 

* Better advantage taken of the views available, including consideration 
of additional overlooks. 

* Visually improved utility and service area. 

* Additional plantings with automatic irrigation. 

* Additional shade, whether from tree plantings or shade structures. 

* Public restroom facilities, open to the public whether the concession 
stand is open or not. 

The preceding list is not meant to be all-encompassing, but should be 
viewed as a starting point for ideas. 

Vritten comments are encouraged. Although all citizens are welcome at the 
Public Hearing, persona or groups submitting written comments need not 
attend the Hearing.

SUBJECT: Proposed Annexation of 8.2 Acres Into Springwoods 
Municipal Utility District (MUD) 

Springwoods MUD is located in three non-contiguous parcels in the 
far north Austin area, east of US 183 between McNeil Drive and 
Highway 620, as illustrated by Attachment A. The City has 
received a request from Springwoods MUD to annex approximately 8.2 
acres, also illustrated by Attachment A and Attachment B. 

This 8.2-acre tract, with frontage along Anderson Mill Road, is 
already owned by the MUD and is slated for development as a MUD 
park by City ordinance. In July, 1990, City Council approved a 
request by the MUD to defease its bond debt, to divide the surplus 
between the City and the MUD, and to use the MUD's share of the 
surplus for construction of recreational facilities on this 
parkland already owned by the MUD. On April 24, 1990, the Parks 
Board unanimously approved the MUD's request, with several 
conditions which were upheld in the ordinance subsequently passed ~

The Springwoods MUD office building is located on the northeast · J 
corner of the tract. The remainder of the tract is undeveloped TpwrO ( q11C 
MUD parkland which is currently under design, as illustrated by ~~ ~~ 
Attachment C. The design has not yet been submitted for City 
review and comment.

The primary reason for the annexation is related to MUD elections. 
The MUD office building on this 8.2-acre parcel is the MUD's only 
public building. Annexation of the parcel will allow MUD 
elections to be held in the MUD office. Elections have heretofore< 
been held in private homes because they must, by law, be held 
within the boupdaries of the MUD. A secondary reason s simply to

Since the parcel will have only public uses, for the MUD office 
and park, its development will not affect the residential 
popuiation of the MUD. Therefore, the Parks and Recreation Board 
MUD Park Standards will not be activated. 

City Council is currently scheduled to act on the proposed 
annexation on May 2, 1991. 

Please see the additional attached materials from the Department 
of Planning and Development for more information about the MUD and 
the proposed annexation. 

RECOMMENDATION: I recommend approval of the MUD's request for 
annexation of the 8.2-acre parcel. 

On Monday, March 11, 1991, due to time limitations, the Land and 
Facilities Committee received a very brief staff report on this 
issue. The Commi.ttee felt that more information was needed before 
making a recommendation, and suggested that a full report be made 
to the Board for consideration on March 26, 1991.

Springwoods Municipal Utility District of Williamson County, Texas, 
(the "District"), is a municipal utility district operating under 
Chapter 54, Texas Water Code and Article XVI, Section 59 of the 
Texas Constitution and is located within the extraterritorial 
jurisdiction of the City of Austin (the "City"), Texas. 

The City Council of the City passed a resolution on August 9, 1979 
granting its consent to the creation of the District. On May 1, 
1981, the City, the District, and others executed an instrument 
entitled "Revised Agreement Concerning Springwoods Municipal Utility 
District" {the "Revised Agreement"). 

On May 25, 1981, the City, the District, and others executed the 
"First Supplement to Revised Agreement Concerning Springwoods 
Municipal Utility' District" (the "First Supplement••). On March 18, 
1982, the District, the City, and others executed the "Second 
Supplement to Revised Agreement Concerning Springwoods Municipal 
Utility District" (the 11 Second Supplement"). On August 21, 1990, 
the District, the City, and others executed the 11Third Supplement to 
Revised Agreement Concerning Springwoods Municipal Utility District .. 
{the 11 Third Supplement"). 

Pursuant to the Revised Agreement, the City allotted to the District 
6,000 living unit equivalents {l.U.E.s) of wastewater 
transportation, treatment and disposal service in and throughout the 
wastewater facilities of the City. Of this amount, approximately 
4,000 L.U.E.s have ·been assigned by the District to out-of-District 
users and approximately 2,000 L.U.E.s have been assigned by the 
District to customers in the District.

CHRISniAS TREE is a thing of joy, a 
shimmering symbol of the beauty 
of the season. But come Januarv, 
that tree is stripped of its fine~y 
and banished to the curb to be 

hauled off with the trash. 
With 35 million natural Christmas 

trees bought in the United States last jear. 
discarded trees pose a significant disposal 
problem. using costly and increasingly 
scarce space in landfills. where they will 
take as long as 30 years to decompose. But 
a rapidly growing number of communities 
has begun capitalizing on the public's 
newfound interest in recycling. Enter 
"tree-cycling," grinding Christmas trees .. 
into mulch for private gardens or public 
parks. 

Throughout the United States today 
some 15,000 commercial Christmas tree 
growers raise evergreens specifically for 
the Yuletide season. much as farmers raise 
other crops. Putting these trees to post­
holidav use is hardlv a new idea. San 
Diego has been recyciing the trees since 
1973. and civic groups in Portland, Ore­
gon, have been doing the same for almost 
as long. In the 1980s, Portland's program 
grew exponentially, with nonprofit groups 
such as Kiwanis Clubs staffing more than 
80 drop-off sites and charging $1 to $4 to 
raise funds. The trees are chipped by local 
processors and mixed into mulch collected 
from yard waste recycling. Last year Port­
landers recycled 58,555 trees. 

Dozens of other communities have 
launched tree-cycling programs in the past 
five years. Some-such as McHenry 
County, Illinois; Des Moines, Iowa; and 
Fort Worth. Texas-pick up trees at the 
curb along with the trash. New York City 
provides limited pickups, and some lo­
cales. including San Diego County, waive 
dumping fees for private waste-haulers 
dropping truckloads of trees at the dump­
side chippers. Some communities also en­
courage tree vendors to recycle their un­
sold inventory. 

Two years ago. Vermont, a major pro­
ducer of Christmas trees. launched the na­
tion's only statewide tree-cycling effort. It 
provides free ' 'Merry Mulch" kits with

tips on setting up tree-mulching stations 
for local fund-raising efforts. complete 
with advertising logos and posters. The 
first year, eight communities opened tree 
drop-off sites. The next Christmas. 23 
groups made mulch. 

Businesses are also jumping on the 
bandwagon. The Swedish home-furnish­
ings store lkea. for example. with five 
giant stores on the East Coast, offers an 
unusual rent-a-tree program. Customers 
pay $20 for a fir tree and get $10 back if 
they return it to the store after the holi-

days. Between 50 and 75 percent of the 
trees come back. and lkea mulches them 
on the spot. offering the customer the gar­
bage-bag full of mulch for free. "It's a way 
to get people interested in us for Christ­
mas. and it's a goodwill thing," says lkea 
spokeswoman Pam Diaconis. 

Although most conifers are consigned 
to the chipper. some are put to more in­
genious uses. Boulder County, Colorado. 
submerged defunct trees in a local lake to 
improve trout habitat. In Galve s ton. 
Texas. city workers use old Christmas

To get citizens involved in the program. 
Austin unleashes a barrage of publicity ef· 
forts. including paper tree ornaments that 
list drop-off locations. Other cities include 
recycling information in utility bills and 
phone books. provide a hotline for drop· 
off site locations or rely on community 
groups to get the word out. 

Like these cities. Austin learned earlv 
that such publicity can make or break a 
tree-cycling program and that telegenic 
events in the slow news davs after Christ· 
mas can reap windfalls . " S~nta throws the 
first tree into the chipper," says Bill Edel­
brock. an environmental specialist with 
the Austin parks and recreation depart· 
ment who oversees the program. "Then 
you have a choir of little kids singing. '0 
Christmas Tree/ 0 Christmas Tree/ In 
Austin we recycle thee.' If you don't get 
video publicity out of that .. .. " 

Other cities. however, have discovered 
that getting tree-cycling programs in gear 
involves more than singing a few carols. 
Last season, Los Angeles set up seven 
drop-off sites throughout the city and the 
San Fernando Valley and kept them open 
for a week. Despite the effort. only 4.700 
trees were turned in. Connie Diep. a san­
itary engineer assistant in the city's new 
recycling and waste-reduction division. at· 

i tributes the meager result to insufficient 
1 lead time in advertising. the city's polyglot 
~ population and simple confusion: The 
: parking lots at one site, the Hollywood 
~ Bowl, are so vast that some tree-cvclers

Austin, Texas. is one of the most fervent 
new converts to tree-cycling. In four years, 
the city's program has grown from 10,000 
trees collected to 27.000. almost one-third 
of all the holidav trees sold in the area-a 
rate typical of a· well-run tree-cycling pro­
gram. Last January. 400 volunteers, largely 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. helped resi­
dents drop off trees at ten city parks and 
asked for donations. In exchange, the 
tree-returners received a pine seedling 

or a "Don't Mess with Texas" litter bag. 
Some tree-cyclers arrived at Austin's 

drop-off points on foot, dragging their 
trees behind; others roared up on motor­
cycles. But the most arresting arrival by 
far were the two well-heeled people who 
pulled up in a Porsche, treeless. Moments 
later a taxicab arrived, the couple's Christ­
mas tree its only passenger. 

Such trees eventually wind up as mulch 
covering Austin park trails. The city esti­
mates that it avoids $15,000 a year in col­
lection and landfill costs.

Proposed Annexation into Springwoods MUD 

On February 27, the City received a petition from Springwoods MUD to 
annex 8.178 acres into the district. Springwoods MUD is a wholesale~ 
water and wastewater customer of the City. The MUD is in three 
discontiguous pieces located east of US 183 between FM 620 and McNeil 
Road. The attached map shows the location of the MUD. 

The area proposed for annexation is on Anderson Mill Road between Pond 
Springs Road and Tree Line Drive. The tract is owned by the district and 
is the site of the MUD's offices and a proposed park. The proposed park 
will undergo City site plan review and will be constructed to City 
standards. The attached map shows the location of the area proposed for 
annexation into the MUD. 

The annexation request has been distributed to all the City departments 
charged with the review of MUD creation/annexation requests. No 
objections were raised to the proposed annexation. The proposed 
annexation into the MUD is not expected to negatively impact the City's 
ability to eventually annex the MUD. 

The annexation is recommended with the understanding that the terms and 
conditions of the consent agreement will be extended to the area proposed 
for annexation.
